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DETAILED ACTION

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with a water cutoff structure of a covered wire comprising the first and second 
members including a first water cutoff portion and a second water cutoff portion 
respectively, at least a part of the first water cutoff portion of the first member being 
formed in a recessed shape, and at least a part of the second water cutoff portion of the 
second member being formed in a projected shape in correspondence with the shape of 
the first water cutoff portion wherein said core lines are spread along the respective 
water cutoff portions in the recessed shape and the projected shape (claim 1 ). This 
invention also deal a water cutoff structure of a covered wire comprising the first and 
second members including a first water cutoff portion and a second water cutoff portion 
respectively, at least a part of the first water cutoff portion of the first member being 
formed in a recessed shape, and at least a part of the second water cutoff portion of the 
second member being formed in a projected shape in correspondence with the shape of 
the first water cutoff portion, wherein the first water cutoff portion includes a first curved 
face along an outer shape of the covered wire and the second water cutoff portions 
includes a second curved face in correspondence with the first curved face of the first 
water cutoff portion (claim 9). This invention also deals with a water cutoff structure of a 
covered wire comprising the first and second members the first and second members 
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includes a first water cutoff portion and a second water cutoff portion respectively, each 
of which is welded to core lines provided in the covered wire by ultrasonic welding', at 
least a part of the first water cutoff portion of the first member being formed in a 
recessed shape; and at least a part of the second water cutoff portion of the second 
member being formed in a projected shape in correspondence with the shape of the first 
water cutoff portion; wherein each of the first and second water cutoff portions includes 
a recessed face and a projected face which are aligned in a longitudinal direction of the 
covered wire (claim 10). The above stated claim limitations, is not taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record.

4. Applicant's arguments filed June 15, 2005 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. Specifically, the applicant argument that "Shinchi does not disclose the 
claimed water cutoff structure in which the core lines are spread along the respective 
water cutoff portions in the recessed shape and the projected shape" and "Shinchi does 
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not disclose "the cutoff portions including a recessed face and a projected face which 
are aligned in a longitudinal direction of the covered wire", is persuasive and therefore 
the claims have been allowed.
